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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


ALFALFA WEEVIL infestations continue to increase in several areas. (p. 405). PEA 
APHID remains high on alfalfa statewide in Arizona; locally heavy on alfalfa and 
vetch in several northeastern counties of Texas, with some controls applied. 
Counts heavy in one field of alfalfa in Kiowa County, Oklahoma, and increasing 
in Delaware. (p. 406). Locally heavy ARMY CUTWORM larval populations damaging 
winter wheat and alfalfa in panhandle of Nebraska; growth of alfalfa retarded 
where larval counts are 4 or more per square foot in Adams, Larimer and Weld 
Counties, Colorado, and severely holding back growth of alfalfa in Emery and 
Millard Counties, Utah. (p. 407). BROWN WHEAT MITE caused severe damage in 
scattered wheat fields in Harding County, New Mexico. Percent overwintering. 
mortality of EUROPEAN CORN BORER about average in Kansas. Heavy adult flight 

of HESSIAN FLY noted in wheat fields in central and north central Kansas, with 
eggs noted on many plants. (p. 409). ROSY APPLE APHID very abundant on fruit 

in Pennsylvania. (p. 410). In Florida, CITRUS RUST MITE showing strong upward 
trend in Orlando area and few heavy infestations present at Indian River; TEXAS 
CITRUS MITE presently higher on older leaves, but will build up on new growth; 
above-average numbers of BLACK SCALE present for this time of year, but most 
will be in adult stage by end of April and new generation of crawlers will build 
up rapidly in May. (p. 411). TOMATO PINWORM heavy on tomatoes in area of Imperial 
County, California. Considerable egg deposition of POTATO PSYLLID still occurring 
on potatoes in Arizona; nymphs heavy in most untreated fields, damage evident in 
many. Unusually numerous in southern and central Utah for so early in season, 
(p. 412). FOREST TENT CATERPILLAR continues pestiferous in large area of Texas 
and is heavy throughout Louisiana; GREAT BASIN TENT CATERPILLAR damaging along 
Virgin River in Utah. (p. 416). BUCK MOTH heavy throughout Louisiana and 
DOGWOOD BORER caused considerable damage to ornamental planting of dogwood in 
Cumberland County, Pennsylvania, with controls planned. (p. 417). 


FORECASTS 


ARMY CUTWORM expected to be heavy in California. (p. 407). Indications are 
that damage by FOREST TENT CATERPILLAR will be as great or greater than that 
which occurred in 1961 in Louisiana. (p. 416)

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING APRIL 23 


The week began cool in the East and warm in the West and ended cool in the West and 
warm in the Hast. Many high temperature records were broken as the mercury soared 
to summer levels. Temperatures averaged near normal in much of the area from Upper 
Michigan to southern Texas, while to the east they were less than normal, as much 
as 12° in northeastern Georgia. From the Great Plains westward, temperatures were 
generally on the warm side of normal, up to 15° in Wyoming. Freezing temperatures 
reached down intotnorthern Georgia early in the period to set some record lows 
there on Monday. On the 17th, some temperatures in the low 30's were recorded as 
far south as Lake and Sumter Counties in Florida for one of the latest frosts on 
record on the Florida Peninsula, where the week was abnormally cool. Some record 
lows were also set in the Ohio Valley and Kast Coast States. Wednesday morning, 
24.2° was registered at Hartford, Connecticut, for the lowest ever so late in the 
season, In the course of the week, record high temperatures occurred at many 
stations from the Rocky Mountains to the east coast. On Monday, El Paso, Texas, 
had 93°, the highest ever so early in the season. Denver had a maximum of 83° 
Friday, highest ever on that date. On Saturday, Kansas City, Missouri, had 85° 
and Sioux City, Iowa, recorded 90° for new highs on the 21st. New York City had 
86° the following day for its warmest Easter on record. A number of stations in 
south-central Montana set records on the 19th for high temperatures so early in 
the season and for the date. 


Arizona reported no precipitation as the dry Southwest went another week without 
any significant amounts. There was little or no rainfall in much of the area from 
Mississippi, eastward and southern Virginia, southward, except in the Appalachians. 
No precipitation of consequence fell in eastern Montana or over much of the central 
Great Plains. Ohio has received only one-third of the normal amount to date for 
April, and forest fires in southern Indiana have burned 1,000 acres in Scott 
County.

ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) — MARYLAND - Adults active on crimson clover and 
vetch in Prince Georges County; first instars feeding on alfalfa near Laurel. 

(U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Egg counts, based on 100 stems, from one field 
in southern New Castle County reached 4.8 eggs per stem in old growth by April 19. 
Counts were 1 and 1.3 eggs per stem on March 20 and April 2, respectively, in same 
field. (Bray). Larval development very much retarded as compared with previous 

3 years. (Burbutis). VIRGINIA -— Alfalfa checked in southwestern area; adults 
present in most infested fields and most larvae in first instar, but second and 
third instars not uncommon, Scott and Lee Counties found infested for first 

time. Field checked in Scott County severely infested. Of 11 fields checked in 
Lee County, 10 infested, with most infestations light to medium and few severe. 
(Tarpley, Lyle, Trundle). Medium larval infestation in abandoned field in Craig 
County. Only counties not known to be infested are Sussex, Wise, Dickenson and 
Buchanan. (Tarpley). TENNESSEE - Found in the following counties this season: 
Grundy, White, Williamson, Marshall, Bedford, Davidson, Cannon, Warren, Coffee, 
Giles, Maury and Putnam. No damage, due to this pest, expected in these counties. 
(Mullett, April 13). GEORGIA - Infestation 80 percent on alfalfa in Rabun County 
not fall treated. (Maney, Apr. 9). COLORADO - Adult feeding observed in Adams, 
Weld and Larimer Counties; no egg punctures found, (Jenkins). UTAH - Control in 
Piute County includes 500 acres of stubble spray at Circleville and about 1,200 
acres in Marysvale, Junction and Kingston areas. (Knowlton, Apr. 17). Numerous 

in untreated fields in Kanosh-Pahvant area of Millard County. Several thousand 
acres of alfalfa treated in Millard-Piute-Iron County areas. Larvae nearly 

full grown in "Dixie area", Washington County. (Knowlton, Apr. 20). WYOMING —- 
Adults averaged one per square foot in alfalfa in Park, Big Horn and Washakie 
Counties; plants 2-4 inches high. (Fullerton). 
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CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera unctata) - WISCONSIN - First instars in cloverfield 
in Grant County. (Wis. Ins. Sur. MISSOURI - Small larvae light in alfalfa and 
red clover in southwest area. No leaf damage evident. (Munson). KANSAS - Larvae 
found in alfalfafield in Riley County, northeast area; counts 16 per 100 sweeps. 
(Peters). NEBRASKA - Larval activity commonly found in eastern area sweetclover, 
(Bergman). 


LESSER CLOVER LEAF WEEVIL (Hypera nigrirostris) - MARYLAND - First adults of 
season taken from red clover at Mitchellville, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). 


SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL (Sitona c lindricollis) —- NEBRASKA - Heavy adult feeding on 
sweetclover in eastern area. (Bergman) .IDAHO -— Adults damaging in southwest. (Waters). 


SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata howardi) - OKLAHOMA - 
Continues light on alfalfa in Choctaw County. (Okla. Coopremsur.))- 


VETCH BRUCHID (Bruchus brachialis) - TEXAS - Adults appearing in vetch in Brazos 
County; 1-4 per sweep. (Randolph). 


Pea Aphid Situation, Week Ending April 20 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum past) i= ARIZONA —- Infestations remain high in alfalfa 
statewide. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). UTAH — Numbers light on alfalfa in Millard, 
Beaver, Iron, Tooele, Juab, Piute and Sanpete Counties; numbers much higher in 
"Dixie area" of Washington County where counts ranged 10-50 pér sweep on tall 
alfalfa approaching harvest. (Knowlton). TEXAS - Locally heavy, scattered 
infes¢ations present on alfalfa and vetch in Ellis, Kaufman and Delta Counties 
(northeast) ; some controls applied. (Wagner). Moderate infestations, not yet 
heavy enough to warrant controls, present on these crops in Brazos and Burleson 
Counties. (Randolph). OKLAHOMA - Heavy, 200-300 per sweep, causing honeydew 
secretions on alfalfa in field checked in Kiowa County, southwest area, Light 
populations, 50-150 per sweep, common in other areas of southwest, south central 
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and southeast. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Counts in 4 fields of alfalfa in 
Riley County, northeast area, ranged 0-100 and averaged 30 per 100 sweeps; 10 
percent winged adults, 10 percent wingless adults and 80 percent nymphs. (Peters). 
MISSOURI - Light in alfalfa and red clover throughout southwest; counts 0-17 per 
sweep. (Munson). ARKANSAS - Remains relatively low on legumes in northwest area; 
averaged 100-250 per 100 sweeps on alfalfa and vetch. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). VIRGINIA - 
Light local infestations in alfalfa in southwestern area; counts ranged 50-2,000 
and averaged about 200 per 50 sweeps. Few predators observed and none appeared 
parasitized by fungi. (Tarpley). MARYLAND - Populations ranged 2-6 per sweep 

on alfalfa in Somerset County and 25 per sweep on vetch at Clinton, Prince Georges 
County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). DELAWARE - Considerably increased in eastern Sussex 
County, with several fields averaging over 20 per sweep. (Burbutis). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) — NEVADA ~ Heavy in Moapa Valley, 
Clark County, and Lathrop Wells, Nye County. (Zoller). UTAH - Present, but 
generally scarce, in St. George-Santa Clara alfalfa, Washington County, and 
almost rare in Kanab, Kane County. (Knowlton). NEBRASKA - First and second 
nymphal stages found in Howard County April 19. This is first-—found occurrence 
for this year and is the area where late fall and early spring populations exis-— 
ted past 2 years. (Calkins, Manglitz). OKLAHOMA —- Light to heavy populations, 
up to 50 per sweep, on alfalfa in southwest. Honeydew secretions noticeable, 
especially on retarded stands in dryland areas. These conditions not evident in 
irrigated fields. Populations remain low in southeast and south central areas. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - MARYLAND - Adults active in alfalfa and 
clover in Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). ARKANSAS —- Counts remain 
rather low; only 4-8 per 100 sweeps in legumes in northwest. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
OKLAHOMA — Populations of 1-5 per sweep observed on alfalfa in Choctaw County, 
southeast area. Counts of up to 8 per 10 sweeps noted in southwest. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). NORTH DAKOTA —- Adults swept from turf in La Moure County. (N.D. Ins. Sur.). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - UTAH - Adults and nymphs common, but rarely numerous, 
in Washington County alfalfa from Leeds south. (Knowlton, Apr. 17). Much fewer 
than normal in Washington, Kane and Iron Counties and below normal numbers in 
Juab, Beaver, Millard and Piute Counties. Nymphs developing and few maturing 
in "Dixie area" of Washington County. (Knowlton, Apr. 20). COLORADO - Active but 
light, 2-3 per crown, in alfalfa in Adams, Weld and Larimer Counties. (Jenkins). 
WYOMING — Averaged 2 per square foot in alfalfa in Park, Big Horn and Washakie 
Counties. (Fullerton). 


CLOVER LEAFHOPPER (Aceratagallia sanguinolenta) - UTAH - Numerous in alfalfa in 
eastern Millard County and in some Iron County areas. (Knowlton). WISCONSIN - 
Adults fairly common in newly emerging clover in southwestern counties. (Wis. 
ins. Sur.). 


LEAFHOPPERS —- OKLAHOMA —- Light nymphal populations of unspecified species, 10-15 
per 10 sweeps, on alfalfa in southwest. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). WYOMING - Cuerna sp. 
and Aceratagallia sp. averaged 10 per square foot in alfalfa in Park, Big Horn 
and Washakie Counties. (Fullerton). UTAH - Dikraneura carneola light to moderate 
in Salt Lake, Tooele and Juab County dryfarm wheat fields. (Knowlton). 


ARMY CUTWORM (Chorizagrotis auxiliaris) - CALIFORNIA - Prior to 1961, species was 
rare in State. During spring and summer of 1961, mass invasion occurred over 
State, with resulting damage. In view of populations and distribution over State 
during 1961, possible severe infestations anticipated in 1962. Species infested 

a large host list of crops produced in State. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). IDAHO — Cut- 
worms, probably this species, abundant in spots in Arena Valley, 3-4 per square 
foot not uncommon, Development, third and fourth instars. (Waters). WYOMING - 
Few larvae found in alfalfa and rangeland in Park, Big Horn and Washakie Counties; 
counts averaged less than one per square yard, (Fullerton). UTAH - Destroyed 4 
acres of wheat at Lawrence, Emery County. Severely holding back growth of alfalfa 
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in 200 acres in Emery County and on many large farms in eastern Millard County, 
especially south of Kanosh to Pahvant. Alfalfa also moderately damaged in 
several areas of Beryl-Enterprise section of Iron and Washington Counties. 
(Knowlton). NEW MEXICO - Damage apparently not as severe as two weeks ago in 
alfalfa in northern Dona Ana County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). COLORADO — Larvae 
ranged 0-10 per square foot of alfalfa crown area in Adams, Larimer and Weld 
Counties. Growth retarded where larval counts 4 or more per square foot. 
Alfalfa 3-4 inches tall where no larvae found. (Hantsbarger, Jenkins). KANSAS - 
Counts in alfalfa and wheat in McPherson County, central area, and Harvey County, 
south central area, ranged from one per square yard to 6 per square foot. Only 
2 seedling alfalfa fields with serious problem in area. (Gates, Apr. 12-13). 
NEBRASKA — Locally heavy larval populations, fifth instar to nearly full grown, 
causing damage to winter wheat and alfalfa in panhandle. Counts ranged O-6 and 
averaged 2.5 per row foot. (Andersen, Pruess, Wicks). 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) —- MARYLAND —- Larvae moderately infesting 

a planting of vetch at Clinton, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
OKLAHOMA —- Light on alfalfa in Marshall County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). UTAH — Numer- 
ous in alfalfa in Delta-Sutherland area of Millard County; some first-generation 
larvae now full grown. (Knowlton). 


BEET WEBWORM (Loxostege sticticalis) - UTAH - Moths active in alfalfa in Millard 
County. (Knowlton). 


GRAY GARDEN SLUG (Deroceras reticulatum) - OREGON - Appears less abundant in 
Benton County clover fields than at same time in 1961. (Crowell). 


GRASSHOPPERS -—- NEW MEXICO — Eggs hatching along ditch banks and fence rows in 
Rio Grande River Valley, south of Albuquerque. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - 
Limited activity of nymphs in rangeland, roadsides and field crop margins in 
Carter, Jefferson, Caddo, Harmon, Jackson, Washita and Kiowa Counties. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). UTAH - Hatching in Washington County alfalfa and home gardens, 
Trimerotropis sp. now winged, but in moderate numbers, throughout southern and 
central areas. (Knowlton). 


GREEN-STRIPED GRASSHOPPER (Chortophaga viridifasciata) - NORTH DAKOTA - Over- 
wintering nymphs active in Emmons County. CQeeDMeinse Sure 


GREENBUG (Toxoptera graminum) —- NEW MEXICO - Light to moderate infestations in 
wheat near Mosquero, Harding County; counts averaged 20-300 per linear foot. 

(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Populations noneconomic, except for few locally 
heavy infestations in scattered sections of central, north central and panhandle 
areas. Small grains beginning to joint in these areas; some booting and heading 
occurring in central and north central areas. (Texas Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - 
Populations remain noneconomic to generally light throughout State, with some 
evidence of decline in southwest where most wheat had headed out. Some scattered 
treatments reported in Kingfisher, Logan and Noble County areas. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). KANSAS - Hight of 10 wheat and oat fields in Riley County, northeast area, 
infested; counts in infested fields ranged 4-32 and averaged 10 per 100 sweeps; 
25 percent winged adults, 25 percent wingless adults and 50 percent nymphs. 
(Peters). 


APPLE GRAIN APHID (Rhopalosiphum fitchii) - OKLAHOMA - Scattered light to medium 
populations observed on wheat in north central, southwest and south central areas. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS = Occasional specimens observed in Riley County. 
(Peters). 


CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - ARIZONA - Light to medium on corn and 
sorghum in central and southwest areas, and on barley in southeast. (Ariz. Coop. 
Sur.). FLORIDA - Infesting 40 acres of corn at Homestead, Dade County. (Knowles). 
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ENGLISH GRAIN APHID (Macrosiphum granarium) — DELAWARE — Present on rye in Sussex 
County. (Burbutis). KANSAS — Occasional specimens observed in Riley County. 
(Peters). 


APHIDS — ARKANSAS - Generally very light on small grains in northwest. (Ark. Ins. 
Sur.). MISSOURI - Rhopalosiphum fitchii, Macrosiphum granarium and Toxoptera 
graminum light in most wheat and barley fields in southwest area; counts ranged 
0-5 per foot of drill row. JT. graminum found only in a very few fields in extreme 
‘southwest area. (Munson). 


YELLOW SUGARCANE APHID (Sipha flava) -— OKLAHOMA - Light populations on wheat in 
Marshall (10 per foot) and Woodward (2 per foot) Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - TEXAS - Appearing on grain sorghum and corn in 
Bee and Live Oak Counties; 1-100 adults per 100 plants. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Edgar). 
KANSAS — Occasional specimens noted in few wheat fields in Riley County, north- 
east area. (Peters). 


BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - NEW MEXICO —- Severe damage has occurred in 
scattered wheat fields near Mosquero and Roy, Harding County. Counts in several 
fields ranged 2,000-3,000 per linear foot. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA —- Scat- 
tered, light populations continue on wheat in southwest and west central areas, 
with some higher populations reported from panhandle area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


WINTER GRAIN MITE (Penthaleus major) - MISSOURI - High populations on ground in 
fields of orchardgrass in southwest. (Munson). TEXAS - Further damage not expec-— 
ted, with occurrence of warmer weather and growth of small grains. (Texas Coop. 
Rpt.) . 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) —- DELAWARE - Pupation of overwintering 
larvae approximately 12 percent in Sussex County. (Burbutis). MINNESOTA - Over- 
Wintering mortality averaged 22 percent in south central, 16 percent in southwest 
and 15 percent in west central district. (Minn. Ins. Rpt.). SOUTH DAKOTA - Over- 
Wintering mortality to April 20 was 50 percent in southeast and 16 percent in east 
central district. (Hintz). KANSAS - Winter mortality survey conducted in Jeffer- 
son County. Results show 1961-1962 mortality 75 percent compared with 5-year 
average mortality of 73.3 percent. (Burkhardt, Buckley, Beiry). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - OKLAHOMA - Populations, 0.5-1.25 per sweep, noted 
on alfalfa in Choctaw County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). FLORIDA - Infesting 40 acres 
of corn at Homestead, Dade County. (Knowles). 


HESSIAN FLY (Phytophaga destructor) —- KANSAS —- A heavy flight of adults noted in 
wheat fields in central and north central areas; eggs noted on many wheat plants. 
(Jones, Somsen). 


LEAF MINERS - OREGON - Probably Phytomyza nigra, in winter cereals in Marion 
County, April 19. Larval stages predominant, but some emergence of adults 
occurred. Infestations appear light in fields checked. (Loring, Capizzi). 


A CRANE FLY (Tipula sp., not simplex) - CALIFORNIA — Heavy in range turf in 
Tollhouse, Fresno County, and medium in Exeter, Tulare County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


DESERT CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema ectypa) - UTAH - Seriously damaging young 
corn plantings at St. George, Washington County. (Knowlton). 


A BILLBUG (Sphenophorus callosus) - GEORGIA -— Heavy infestation on 5 acres of corn 
in Cook County. (Smith, Apr. 11). 


A DRYLAND WIREWORM (Ctenicera sp.) - WASHINGTON - Larvae damaging young grain 
crops in western Whitman County. (Entemann, Brannon). 
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WIREWORMS —- TEXAS - Unspecified species very heavy in field of grain sorghum in | 
Bee County; no damage noted as yet. (Texas Coop. Rpt., Edgar). |

TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


Beet Leafhopper Survey, Texas and New Mexico - The beet leafhopper (Circulifer 


tenellus) survey was begun on March 5 and completed March 22), A962 VAY total ot 
2,900 miles was traveled in Texas and 700 in New Mexico. Nine counties were 
surveyed in New Mexico and 48 in Texas, with 31 stops being made in New Mexico 
and 101 in Texas. Host plants were present at 80 percent of the stops in Texas 
and 81 percent of the stops in New Mexico. The number of beet leafhoppers per 
100 square feet was 3.9 in Texas and 4.3 in New Mexico. In Texas, populations 
were not so heavy in the El Paso Valley-Van Horn vicinity as in 1961. Overall 
populations decreased in the State, but were more widespread. The eastern survey 
line shows the heavier populations in Texas. In New Mexico, populations were 
heavier between Las Cruces and Truth or Consequences, but much lighter along the 
eastern edge of the State. (PPC and cooperating agencies).

UTAH - Taken on rubber rabbitbrush at Kanab, Orderville and Glen- 
dale, Kane County, and St. George, Santa Clara, Leeds, Ivins and Snows Canyon, 
Washington County. Unusually numerous in southern and central areas for so 
early in season. (Knowlton). 


A PSYLLID (Paratrioza sp.) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on tomato plants and bindweed in | 
canyon area of Chula Vista, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). | 
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Potato Psyllid Survey, Spring Breeding Areas of Texas and Southeastern New Mexico: 


The 1962 potato psyllid (Paratrioza cockerelli) survey was completed on March 29, 
Wild Lycium was in all stages of development. It is thought that the extreme 
fluctuations in temperatures during February and March throughout the overwinter=- 
ing areas of Texas and New Mexico adversely affected the leafing progress of the 
Lycium, thereby reducing psyllid populations. Approximately two and one=half weeks 
of February found temperatures ranging in the 80's in portions of the Lycium 
locations. This warm spell was followed by temperatures which dipped far below 
freezing during the latter part of the month. Much of the Lycium leafed out and 
was then forced back into dormancy. Potato psyllid populations were much lower 
at all locations in 1962. Two locations showed a few eggs. Eggs were absent at 
all other locations. This is not normal, usually eggs are in larger numbers at 
most locations. (PPC and cooperating agencies).

A BARK BEETLE (Leperisinus aculeatus) - SOUTH DAKOTA — Specimens taken from ash 
in Brookings County. Hintz). 


A ROUNDHEADED WOOD BORER ~ NEVADA —- An undetermined species damaging elm, willow 
and oak, Carson City, Douglas County. (Zappettini). 


TERRAPIN SCALE (Lecanium nigrofasciatum) - PENNSYLVANIA - Infesting red maple at 
Scranton, Lackawanna County, April 10; abundance not indicated. Det. by G. B. 
Sleesman. (Jeffery). 


OYSTERSHELL SCALE (Lepidosaphes ulmi) - VIRGINIA - Heavy on maple at a locality in 
Pulaski County. (Rowell, Meek). COLORADO - Eggs show no evidence of development. 
(Jenkins). 


A MARGARODID (Xylococcus japonicus) - CALIFORNIA —- Immatures and adults medium in 
bark of Alnus sp. in Trinity County in east Salyer area. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A WOOLLY APHID - TEXAS —- Local populations of undetermined species causing severe 
curling of leaves on live oaks in Mason and Brown Counties. (Marek, Galloway). 


WHITEFLIES — UTAH -— Extremely numerous on oaks in Snows Canyon, Dixie State Park, 
Washington County. (Knowlton). 


A SAWFLY -— TEXAS — An undetermined species causing light damage to live oaks and 
pecans in Brazos County. (Randolph). 


DOGWOOD BORER (Thamnosphecia scitula) - PENNSYLVANIA —- Caused considerable damage 
to large ornamental planting of dogwood in Camp Hill, Cumberland County. Controls 
planned. (Udine). 


NOCTUIDS - FLORIDA - Trichoplusia ni and Laphygma exigua light on 500 chrysanthemum 
plants at Alva, Lee County, April 9; Xanthopastis timais moderate on foliage and 
buds of 100 amaryllis plants at Lakeland, Polk County, April 10. (Fla.Coop.Sur.). 
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A PSYCHID (Apterona crenulella) - CALIFORNIA - Mud cases heavy in iris garden in 
Placerville, El Dorado County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CITRUS ROOT WEEVIL (Pachnaeus litus) - FLORIDA - Light on Ficus retusa and on 
1,500 plants of Ficus benjamina exotica at Hollywood, Broward County, April 9.

A CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata tenella) - UTAH - Damaging blossoms 
in flower gardens in "Dixie" area of Washington County. Moderate numbers also 
active in Kanab area, Kane County.

GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) - PENNSYLVANIA - More reports of infestations 
in greenhouses being received, than usual. Some indicating lack of control by a 
phosphate insecticide that has previously given good results. (Udine). 


ROSE APHID (Macrosiphum rosae) - MARYLAND - Populations increasing on roses in 
Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


CHRYSANTHEMUM APHID (Macrosiphoniella sanborni) - MARYLAND —- Populations building 
up on chrysanthemums in Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


Aphids in Florida - Aphis gossypii severe on Lagerstroemia speciosa at Stuart, 
Martin County, March 29. In Broward County, Aphis spiraecola was moderate on new 
zeaves of 200 Raphiolepis umbellata on April 3, and severe on Cestrum diurnum at 
Dania on April 6; and Toxoptera aurantii severely infested new leaves of 1,500 
plants of Ficus benjamina exotica at Hollywood, April 9. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


APHIDS - GEORGIA - Heavy on chrysanthemums and roses in Chattahoochee County. 
(Greene). LOUISIANA - Extremely heavy populations of an unspecified species now 
present on practically every daylily planting throughout State where no control 
has been applied. (Dry, Cancienne). TEXAS - Moderate, local populations of 
undetermined species attacking roses, pyracantha and photinia in Brazos County. 
(Randolph). OKLAHOMA - Infesting bulbs of tulip, hyacinth and narcissus. (Okla. 

UTAH - Three species infesting rose bushes in Santa Clara-St, 
George. area, Washington County. Various species appearing throughout State.

BROWN SOFT SCALE (Coccus hesperidum) —- TEXAS - Heavy, local population attacking 
redbuds in Bexar County.

SAN JOSE SCALE (Aspidiotus perniciosus) - TEXAS - Moderate populations attacking 
flowering japonica in Brazos County. (Randolph). 


Coccids in Florida - Aspidiotus lataniae severe on yaupon (Ilex vomitoria) at 
Fern Park, Seminole County (April 11); light on baldcypress (Taxodium distichum) 
at Cypress Gardens, Polk County (April 3), and on mistletoe (Phoradendron 
flavescens) at Fellowship, Marion County (April 9); and moderate on Rhododendron 
sp. at St. Petersburg, Pinellas County (April 4 and 12).

Elsewhere in the Nation, scattered storms were responsible for light amounts until 
late in the period when a cold front spread precipitation from New England south— 
westward to southern Texas, where many stations reported amounts exceeding 2.00 
inches, topped by Realitos' 4.75 inches. Amounts over 1.00 inch were also reported 
from Oklahoma, where up to 2.50 inches fell in the southeast, and Arkansas where 

11 stations reported 1.00 inch or more. Snowfall was mostly insignificant, but 
western Maryland has up to 4 inches and light amounts were reported from northeast 
Nevada into central Wyoming. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather Bureau). 
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HAWAIIAN INSECT NOTES 


‘The following reports were submitted by the Hawaiian Entomological Society and 
jwere abstracted from the "Notes and Exhibitions" in the minutes of the March 12, 
/1962, meeting. 


‘During the period February 26-28, a WEEVIL (Syagrius fulvitarsis) and a PSYLLID 
(Trioza hawaiiensis) were abundant in the Volcano area of the Hawaii Volcanoes 
National Park, the weevil on Amaumau fern (Sadleria cyatheoides) and the psyllid 
-on ohia lehua (Metrasideros collina polymorpha). Dr. Bess spent 4 weeks in the 
/Park during August and September of 1952 studying, primarily, populations, distri- 
‘bution and damage caused by the weevil and its parasitism by a PARASITIC BRACONID 
(Doryctes syagrii), introduced from Australia by Dr. Pemberton in 1921. In 1952, 
the weevil was still causing mortality of plants in localized areas near Kilauea 
Iki and plants are presently being killed in this general area of the Park; but, 
in much of the area infested by the weevil, plants are apparently seldom or never 
killed. The recent eruption of Kilauea Iki killed many ferns and ohia lehua 
trees nearby in the area known as the Old Summer Camp. Apparently the ash 
contained nutrient materials, for on the periphery of the area devastated by the 
heat, both ferns and ohia lehua appear to have flourished in growth, and over the 
past Several months severe infestations of the weevil and psyllid have developed. 
The parasite of the weevil is also abundant in the area, (Bess, Davis.) 


A single specimen of a LACE BUG (Corythucha morrilli) was collected from a spider 
/web near the summit of Lanaihale, Lanai, on January 4. This appears to be a new 
island record for this species. Adults and nymphs of a PSYLLID (Crawforda 
triopsyllina) were abundant on a single tree (Tetraplasandra hawaiiensis) growing 
‘near the road to Lanaihale, Lanai, at about 2,500 feet altitude, on January 4, 
This species was described from a single large collection made by Dr. Swezey on 
‘Molokai in 1927 on Tetraplasandra. The psyllid does not appear to have been 
taken again until the present collection, which constitutes a new island record 
for the species. Determination of the psyllidwas made’ by Dr Dee cuthaol sana 
of the host plant by Miss Marie C. Neal. (Beardsley, Hardy). 


Several alate adults of RUSTY PLUM APHID (Hysteroneura setariae), reported from 
the State for the first time in 1961, were found on sugarcane leaves at Mapulehu, 
Molokai, on January 3. This is a new island record for the species, collected 
previously in Hawaii only on Oahu. 


An introduced TACHINID FLY (Gonia longipulvilli) was very abundant and flying low 
over the ground in bright sunshine at Pohakuloa, 6,000 feet elevation, in the 
"Saddle" area of Hawaii on February 10. The most likely hosts of this fly in the 
area are various species of cutworms, one of which, BLACK CUTWORM (Agrotis ipsilon) , 
was found fairly common under rocks in the area. (Beardsley). 


SOUTHERN GREEN STINK BUG (Nezara viridula) - Predominantly dark-colored popu- 
tions have been reported from several areas around Honolulu. (Hardy). 


Mass nocturnal flights of SCIARID MIDGES created a nuisance problem at Naalehu 

in the Kau District of Hawaii. Reports indicate the midges were present in 
astronomical numbers in the town of Naalehu and nearby areas the last week of 
January and first week of February. Due to their small size and attraction to 
lights, great numbers of the midges entered houses, causing nuisances by falling 
into food and obscuring TV screens. The midges were reported to have been so 
numerous on the road between Naalehu and Pahala that they obscured headlights 
-and coated windshields of vehicles, necessitating frequent stops for cleaning. 
Specimens collected during flights and some reared from larvae were determined 
by Dr. D. E. Hardy to include 3 species, as follows: Sciara garretti Shaw, 
'S. spatitergum Hardy and S. radicum Brunetti (?). Larvae were very abundant in 
moist disturbed soil in several cattle paddocks in the vicinity of Naalehu; the 
soil contained a very rich mixture of cow manure and fodder. In areas where soil 
-was dry and hardpacked, sciarid larvae were scarce or absent. Apparently a 
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combination of circumstances favorable to development and flight of large popula- 
tions resulted in development of the nuisance problem at Naalehu. A period of 
soaking rains, creating favorable soil-moisture conditions, followed by period 
of still weather at time of adult emergence, appears to have been involved. An 
attempt was made on the evening of February 9 to witness these mass flights in 
Naalehu, but the weather was quite breezy for the first time in several days and, 
for the first time in several evenings, the midges did not appear. (Beardsley). 
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The following reports were submitted by the Hawaiian Entomological Society and 
were abstracted from the "Notes and Exhibitions" in the minutes of the April 9, 
1962, meeting. 


A MOSQUITO (Aedes vexans nocturnus) — A. single female of this new immigrant was 
taken in a light trap at Kapaa, Kauai, on April 5. This represents the first 
recovery of the mosquito on an outer island since its discovery on the Island of 
Oahu on January 2, 1962, The trap is one of 12 being operated at various points 
on Kauai by the Mosquito Control, Vector Control Branch, State Department of 
Health. (Joyce). 


A PARASITIC BRACONID (Macrocentrus calacte) - Determination was received recently 
from C. F. W. Muesebeck of the U. S. National Museum, of this recently established 
species which was reported from Hawaii for the first time in 1961 as Macrocentrus 
sp. The specimens determined were reared from larvae of Cryptophlebia sp. Per=- 
haps this species will eventually be found to attack the OLETHREUTID (Ge ombro- 
delta), which was reported in Hawaii for the first time in 1961. Another 
PARASITIC BRACONID (Spathius prusias) was collected for the first time in Hawaii 
at Ewa, Oahu, on Leucaena glauca pods infested by a WEEVIL (Araecerus sp.) during 
March, and subsequently reared from Araecerus sp. larvae in Leucaena pods from 
this locality. Determination by C. F. W. Muesebeck. The abundance of this 
braconid at Ewa at the time it was first collected suggests that it may possibly 
come to exercise some degree of control on Araecerus weevils which infested 
Leucaena glauca pods in Hawaii. (Beardsley). 


A TACHINID (Trichopoda ennipes) was introduced from Trinidad for the control of 
southern green stink bug (Nezara viridula). A total of 33 pupae was received 
from Dr. Fred D. Bennett on March 24 and, from these, 16 adults emerged. The 
first release of 8 sexually mature flies was made at Makaha Valley, Waianae, on 
April 3, and this was followed by a release of 4 flies near the Moiliili Quarry 
on April 5. T. pennipes parasitized the adults of southern green stink bug. 
Great numbers of a LIVER FLUKE SNAIL PREDATOR (Sepedon macropus) were observed 
at Kawainui Swamp, Kailua, on April 5. A number of egg rafts were also observed, 
The first release of this sciomyzid at this swamp was made December 27, 1958. 

S. praemiosa, another predator, was also observed but is not considered estab- 
lished because of its recent liberation in this locality. (Davis). 
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
